Carry the package 
In hot weather it cannot be carried 
any considerable distance in the absence of 
ice without liability toinjury. Plain and 
neat should be the design. When judged 
by experts the rose or other floral adorn- 
ment of the print will have no effect on the 
Flavor, texture, and color in the 
order named are the controling qualities. 
Salt three-fourths of an ounce to the pound. 
Butter for show should be less salt than 
what is called for in use, though much 
of the butter put up for Boston market is 
now salted at the above rate. 

Have all contributions in place on Tues- 
day morning of the fair, and then insist 
that the examination shall be promptly 
made. Changes go on so rapidly that the 
gilt edge of choice butter is soon taken off 
in unfavorable surroundings, and justice to 
all demands that the awards be made with- 
out delay, If these rules are observed, all 
exhibitors will stand an equal chance of 
having justice done them at the hands of 
the awarding judges. 

The contributors of cheese to our State 
Fairs have never done justice to this branch 
of our dairying. In place of barely sam- 
ples enough to take the premiums offered, 
there ought to be contributions from every 
factory in the State. Our factories are 
making choice cheese and the fair is the 
place to let dealers know it. All cannot 
take prizes, of course, but all may have the 
benefit ordinarily growing out of a competi- 
tive display of this kind. 

The State has seen fit to specify our 
dairy interests as worthy of special encour- 
agement, and has appropriated money 
with that object in view. Our dairymen 
appreciating this, should do their part by 
coming forward liberally with contribu- 
tions. Weshall look for a display of butter 
and cheese at the coming fairs, which will do 
credit to our many dairymen in the State. 
It is well known that the reputation of 
Maine butter in the great New England 
market, Boston, does us no credit. At the the 
New England Fair is the opportunity to 
show that our make bears no resemblance 
to the reputation that has been handed 
down from a former geveration, but stands 
up abreast of that from any other State. 


The month of August, after the hay is 
all safely housed and the grain securely 
gathered in, affords a measure of time, 
still, which may be taken for a vacation.

Haskell of the Boston Herald,a native of 
Livermore, Gen. Charles Hamlin, Speaker 
of the Maine House of Representatives, and 


Council. 

The dedicatory address was delivered by 
Hon. E. B. Washburn of Illinois, who was 
born at the Norlands. He said it was 
under the empire of no ordinary emotion 
that he came to the spot where he was 
born to honor the memory of his father 
and mother, and to pay the tribute of his 
respect and admiration to the virtues of 
the first settlers of his native town of Liv- 
ermore and of his native county. In all 
the struggles and vicissitudes of an active 
lite, both in private walks and public posi- 
tions, in his own and foreign lands, Mr. 
Washburn said, there had never been a day 
when he could not repeat, in abiding affec- 
tion for his native town, the couplet of 
Goldsmith : 


“Where’er I roam, whatever realms to see, 
My heart, untrammeled, fondly turns to thee.” 


Livermore has a history of which all its 
sons can be proud. It was named after 
Deacon Elijah Livermore, the grandfather 
of Ex-Vice-President Hamlin, who honored 
the occasion with his presence. 

The father of the Vice President, Dr. 
Cyrus Hamlin, was the first physician of 
Livermore and built the house in which 
Mr. Washburn and all his brothers and sis- 
ters had been born. Mr. Washburn spoke 
of the life, character and public services of 
Vice President Hamlin and said that Timo- 
thy O. Howe, United States Senator from 
Wisconsin for 18 years, and Postmaster 
General in the cabinet of President Arthur, 
was also a native of Livermore. General 
Publius P. R. Pray, who became an emi- 
nent jurist in Mississippi, and Judge of the 
High Court of Errors and Appeals, spent a 
part of his early life in Livermore, as did 
also Dr. Henry Bond, an eminent physician 
and author in Philadelphia. The early set- 
tlers of Livermore were a brave and hardy 
race of courageous and honest men. Many 
of them had been soldiers in the revolu- 
tion. He spoke about an hour and devoted 
nearly all of his time to personal sketches 
of the pioneers of Livermore. He closed 
with an eloquent tribute to his father and 
mother.
